The Victoria Turned in a 
Too Small Circle. 


Vice-Admiral Tryon Shown Up 
in a Queer Light. 


Capt. Bourke Testifies at the Court- 
Martial. 


Orders Made and Afterward Changed—The 
Battle-ship Started Astern Too Late— 
Force of Striking the Bottom 
Exploded the Boilers.

VALLETA (Malta,) July 17.—(By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.) The court- 
martial appointed to try the case of 
Capt. Bourke, Staff Commander Hawk- 
ins-Smith and the surviving officers of 
the British battle-ship Victoria, opened 
today upon the Hibernian, the flagship 
of Rear-Admiral Tracey. Capt. Bourke 
and others were heard. 

Capt. Bourke made a technical ex- 
planation of the maneuvers. He and 
Staff Commander Hawkins-Smith went 
to Vice-Admiral Tryon’s cabin together, 
and received orders. The Vice-Ad- 
miral, after having originally fixed the 
distance between the ships at six ca- 
bles, agreed with the suggestion of the 
staff commander that it should be 
eight cablcs> 

Later, on deck, Lieut. Guilford said, 
when the question was raised, that the 
staff commander told him six cables 
was to be signaled. Capt. Bourke re- 
minded Admiral Tryon that the dis- 
tance ought to be more than six ca- 
bles. The admiral turned to Lieut. 
Guilford, and said: ‘‘Leave it at six.’’ 

Capt. Bourke then called the- aad- 
miral’s attention to the fact that the 
Victoria was turing in a circle of 800 
yards. The admiral replied: ‘Let it 
remain at six cables,’’ and Capt. 
Bourke went above. . 

Capt. Bourke further said that when 
he was satisfied by personal observa- 
tion that the Camperdown was coming 
dangerously close he said to Admiral 
Tryon that they had better do some- 
thing. The admiral looked up, but 
made no reply. Receiving no reply, 
Bourke again addressed the admiral, 
repeating quickly two ,or three times 
the request to go astern full speed with 
the port screw. At last the admiral 
said 

As to events after the collision Capt. 
speed astern, and shortly after Capt. 
Bourke ordered both screws full speed 
astern. The ship’s way, however, was 
not checked appreciably before the col- 
lision, which occurred within three and 
a half or four minutes after hauling 
down the signal.

Bourke said he believed the commander 
gave no orders, but just at the last 
Lieut.

What That Says

M. H. De Young Still Declared to Be 


A Statement That the Formal Announce- 
ment Will Be Made Today—The 
Governor Now at San 

Francisco. 


The fact that Gov. Markham had 
promised the appointment of United 
States Senator to Maj. George H. 
Bonebrake, in case a vacancy occurred 
during his term of office, as published 
in The Times yesterday morning, 
caused quite a ripple of excitement 
among the politicians. It was known,- 
of course, that the relations between 
the Governor asd Maj. Bonebrake were 
very close, but it was not generally 
known that the pledge or promise re- 
ferred to had been made. 

Maj. Bonebrake was seen by 4&4 re- 
porter at the Los Angeles National 
Bank yesterday afternoon, and when 
asked in regard to the statements pub- 
lished in The Times regarding the 
Senatorship in reference to himself, 
said that they were correct. Maj. 
Bonebrake said he was convinced that 
the Governor did not intend to ap- 
point him to the position, and until af- 
ter the appointment was announced, 
he did not care to say anything. He. 
declined to express any opinion as to 
who the Governor was likely to ap- 
point.

De Young Declared Positively to Be the

“M. H. de Young will, beyond doubt, 
be appointed Senator of the United 
States to fill the vacancy in that body 
caused by the death of Leland Stan- 
ford. 

“The appointment will be made on 
Tuesday. 

“These statements are made on the 
@uthority of gentlemen well known. in 
political life. 

“Mr. de Young has also stated to one 
of kis closest personal friends that the 
appointment of United States Senator 
would be made on Tuesday, and that he 
would receive the appointment. 

‘“‘Another gentleman,.a prominent Re- 
publican politician in the southern part 
of the State, one who has taken a most 
lively interest in the political ambitions 
of Mr. de Young, and whose informa- 
tion came from a source that could not 
be doubted, stated that Mr. de Young 
would receive his commission as Sen- 
ator of the United States on Tuesday.

- HOW ANIMALS COUNT. 


Some Curious Experiments With Dogs, Cats 


and Horses. 
S) ecially Contributed to The Times. 

A Russian physician has been mak-: 
ing some curious experiments to find 
cut how far animals can count. 

He declares that the crow can count 
up to ten, and is thereby superior in 
arithmetic to certain Polynesian tribes 


of men who cannot get beyond five or 
six. 


The doctor had a dog, which was ac- 
customed to bury the bones it found, 
each one in a separate place in the 
garden. One day, wishing to test the 
animal’s power counting, the master 
gave it no less than twenty-six bones, 
which were all buried one after 
another in special hiding-places. The 
next day the dog was given no more 
bones, and so was forced to dig up the 
old ones. Without any ‘hesitation he 
a ten and then came to a 
sto). 

After whining and running about as 
if in a state of great perplexity, a new 
idea, seemed to enter the canine brain, 
and again the dog began to dig up the 
hidden bones, and this time he added 
nine to the total before his memory 
again failed him. x 

Then there was a second period of 
whining and perplexity, after which 
the seven remaining bones were found 
with some difficulty. 

e doctor concluded from this that 
twenty-six was too large a number for 
the dog to take in all at once, and that 
he had been ,obliged to remember the 
bones as it were in three shorter 
series. 

The cat, it would seem, is even less 
of an arithmetician than the dog, not 
being able to count as far as ten. 

Before giving his cat its regular 
piece of meat, the doctor would put it 
under the animal’s nose and then 
withdraw it five times in succession, 
and it was only the sixth time that.

The same horse was accustomed t 
being fed every dav at the stroke of 
noon. The doctor observed that when- 
ever the clock struck any hour the 
herse would stop and prick up his ears 
as if.counting. If he heard twelve he 
would trot off contentedly to be fed, 
but if there were fewer strokes than 
twelve he would go on working re- 
signedly. 

The experiment was made of strik- 


ing twelve strokes at the wrong time. | 


whereupon the horse started for his 
oats in spite of the fact that he had 
beer fed only an hour before.

Thus, it will be seen that the silver 
production was more than twice that 
of gold. Nevada and Arizona, which 
used to be leading silver producers, 
have retired far into the rear, the race 
for pre-eminence now lying between 
Colorado and Montana, which, together, 
produce nearly two-thirds of all the 
silver mined in the country, while Ne- 
vada, which used to astonish the 
world, comes in fifth, with only about 
6 per cent. of the total output. 

When it comes to gold, California 
stands out proudly with a yield al- 
most three times as great as that of 
any other political subdivision. This 
production would have been very 
largely increased, had hydraulic min- 
ing not been stopped. 

In considering these figures it should 
not be forgotten that a large propor- 
tion of the gold product is yielded by 
the silver mines. On the Comstock the 
gold produced amounted to about half 
of the total output. Alaska produced 
about as much gold as Arizona. Most 
of this is from one remarkable mine, 
which is, in fact, a mountain of low 
grade ore. 

It is interesting to note how trifling 
is the production of the precious met- 
als outside of the Pacific Coast and 


Rocky Mountain regions. All but 
about half a million dollars of the 
$108.546.565 are produced those 


regions. 
It is no wonder that Western people 


take a deep interest in the monetary 
question.

our towns and cities, but contributing 


a generous quota to our rural districts. 
With their presence will come more 
smal] farms, more varied productions, 
and more general wealth and prosperity 
to the whole Golden State. 


Government Savings Banks. 

Silver advocates will be likely to 
view with some suspicion any sugges- 
tion on_the financial question coming 
from Henry Clews. His latest idea will, 
however, without doubt be widely dis- 
cussed. It is to allow national banks 
to issue notes up to the par value of 
their United States bonds, also to pro- 
vide for the issue of notes against the 
surplus capital of national banks, to the 
extent of 5 per cent of such capital. 
In this manner it is estimated that 
there would be an increase in the cur- 
rency of about $150,000,000. 


There are, however, many people who * 


look askance at the national bank sys- 
tem altogether, and ask why the nation 
cannot do its banking business direct. 
In this connection may be mentioned a 
strong movement which has been set 
afoot for the establishment of postal 
savings banks. A large petition to Con- 
gress is being numerously signed in 
San Francisco, asking for the estab- 
lishment of this system, which has 
worked excellently in England for over 
a quarter of a century. There a de- 
positor can pay in or draw out his 
mopey at any postoffice. Interest at 
the rate of 2% per cent. per annum is 
allowed -on deposits. As this system 
was established for the benefit of peo- 
ple of moderate means, the amount 
which can be deposited is limited. 

Such a system is a great boon to poor 
people, who are provided with abso- 
lute security for their little savings, 
and it has been found to be an incentive 
to thrift. It can scarcely be said to 
stretch the paternal idea too far, when 
a government provides its poorer citi- 
zens with that security for their money 
which the rich find in United States 
bonds. There is little doubt that in the 
aggregate a very large sum would thus 
be deposited, even were no interest at 
all paid, the absolute security offered 
being a great attraction, but the gov- 
ernment could afford to» pay 2%, per 
cent., and then lend the money on first- 


People who have lived for a long 
time in California have become so ac- 
customed to the excellence of our cli- 
matic environment that they take it 
all as a matter of course, never stop- 
ping to contrast the natural conditions 
which exist here with those that obtain 
in other less favored sections of the 
country.

PEANUTS GALORE. 


The Big Annual Crop ¢ of s an Unusually Valu- 
able Plont. 

(New York Independent:) The 
‘‘goober’’ industry of Norfolk is unique. 
Here is a little city in Virginia that has 
become the greatest distributing center 
of peanuts in the world. A peanut isa 
pretty small item, but an annual crop 
of something like five million bushels, 
worth millions of dollars, makes a 
pretty big item. 

The demand for goobers has doubled 
within the last five years, and the sup- 
ply does not yet fili the growing de- 
mand. Few people know the curious 
uses to which the zoober has been put 
in trade of late years. No other single 
plant raised in this country is used in so 
many differentways. The Chinese sav } 
that the cocoanut palm has as many 
useful properties as theré are days in 
the year. The goober is not so univer- 
sal as that, but it has as many as there 
are daysin the week. Thesolid part of 
the nut is peculiarly nutritive, and sup- 
plies fruit and food for many a family. 
The vines make fine fodder, some say as 
good as clover hay. while hogs fatten 


on what is left in the field after the 


crop has been gathered. 

If you grind the nut you get a sweet 
quality of flour, with which the house- 
wife:makes delicious biscuit. If you 
squeeze it you obtain a valuable oil, re- 
semblirg olive oil and used for similar 
purposes. This oil also enters largely 
into the manufacture of the better

'Frisco Firm Awarded the 
Street-paving Contract.

Its Bid Was the Lowest—Council Proceed- 
ings —Various Items of Local Interest. 
Personal Mention and 
Brevitics. 


The City Council met in recular session 
at 2 o'clock Monday afternoon. I’resident 
Weed presided and al! the trustecs were 
present. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

All bills filed to date were referred to the 
Committee on Auditing and Finance with: 
out reading. 

A resolution was pass ordcring the 
west side of los Robles avenuc, between 
Center and Colorado streets, to be side. 
walked, curbed and cuttered. 

A resolution was passed ordering a ce- 
ment sidewalk and a cobble stone gutter 
and curb to be laid on the west side of 
Marenco avenue, between Walnut and 
nois streets. 

The following bills were approved on 
recommendation of the Auditing Commit. 
tee and the necessary warrants drawn: ¢. 
W. Buchanan, flag pole for city hall, $5~; 
Pasadena Land and Water Company, water 
for sprinkling carts. $110.55, Dr. Ward 
B. Rowland, veterinary services, $6. On 
motion $5723.85 was transferred as a loan 
from the tire fund to tne general fund. 

STREET PAVING BIDS. 

On motion it was decided to open the 
bids for paving Raymond and Fair Oaks 
avenue, between Union street on the north 
and Vinevard street on the south. There 
were three bidders—the Asphalt Paving 
Company of wos Angeles, A. McNally of 
Los Angeies and the N. P. Perine Contract: 
ing and Paving Company of San Francisco. 
Separate bids were handed in by all three 
bidders for the work on cach of the ave- 
nues, but the figures were the same. Here 
they are: The Los Angeles Paving Com- 
pany, 31%, cents per square foot; A. Mc- 
Nally, 32%, cents; the Perine Contracting 
and Paving Company, 31 cents. On motion 
the contracts for paving both streets were 
awarded to the Perine company, and the 
long-drawn-out agony was over. 

OTHER BIDS, 

Two bids were opened for laying cement 
sidewalks on both sides ot Fair Oaks ave- 
nue. between Chestnut and Kansas streets. 
The contract was awarded to Gray Bros.’ 
Artificial Stone Paving Company at 10', 
cents per square foot. W. 0. Newcomb 
was the other bidder. He was willing to 
do the work for 10%, cents per foot. 

Gray Bros.’ Company were also awarded 
the contract for completing the laying of 
cement sidewalks on East Colorado street, 
between Fair Oaks and Lake avenues, at 
10 1-3 cents per square foot. The other 
bidder wasthe firm of Ward & Roberts. 
Their figures were 11 45-100 cents per 
foot. 

W.M. Ralston and James H. Dovey sub- 
mitted the following bids for curbing and 
guttering the same portion, of Colorado 
street: Onedollar and twenty cents per 
lineal foot for granite curb and gutter, 27 
cents for cobblestone curband gutter. On 
motion, both bids were rejected, and the 
clerk was instructed to advertise for new 
bids.

he communication was ordered filed. 

E. S. Frost made verbal application to 
have lot 5, Frost's subdivision in lot 2, 
block H, San Pasqual tract, condemned for 
street purposes. The matter was referred 
to the Committee on Streets and Alley 

Trustee Clarke stated thatthe “goose 
neck" on the street sprinkling hydrant on 
St. John avenue had been broken off and 
removed, On motion, the board offered a 
reward of $25 for information that will 
lead to the arrest and conviction of the 
offender.

The Boundaries of the Several Districts De- 
fined -- Destructive Fires in the 
Grain Fields—General 
Notes. 


The boundaries of the districts for or- 
ganization of the orange-crowers have 
been fixed by the committee appointed 
for the purpose. The lines are not stricily 
arbitrary, but it is expected that the 
districts will be maintained as outlined 
as nearly as can be conveniently done. 
The valley is divided into ten districts, 
defined as follows: 

First district—All the territory between 
Washington and Jefferson streets. 

Se cond—Between Jefferson and Adams 
atresia. 

Third- Between Adams and 
streets. 

Fourth—Between Monroe and Van Bu- 
ren streets, 

Fifth—All below Van Buren street. 

Sixth—All between Arlington street and 
Jurupa avenue, and west of Palm ave- 
fue, an aree of 458 acres. 

Seventh—Al between Arlington street 
and Jurupa avenue, and east of Palm 
avenue, an area of 686 acres.

Although there has been 
a larger number of Redlands people to go 
East this season thanever betore, because 
of the Worid's Fair, there has also beena 
bigger travel tu the resorts than upon any 
previvus seasons, because they are becom- 
ing better known. 

One of the best known is the big. Bear 
Valiey reservoir, beside which thereisa 
snmmer hotel. This is but twenty-five 
miles distant, and is reached by three 
routes from this city. Situated within two 
miles of the great dam atthe foot of the 
reservoir is the Riuff Lake resort, twenty 
miles from here. Green Valley, less 
known, is a beautiful place, twenty-eight 
j miles distant. Itis but eighteen miles, a 
Most enjoyable trip, to Seven Oaks, now 
one of the best known resorts in the moun- 
tains near here. Arrowhead Hot Springs 
have been famous since the settlement of 
this valley, and the big hotel there is 
within easy reach from Redlands, it being 
but twelve miles distant. To Highland 
Mills is sixteen miles. Moreno Heights is 
but eight milesin the opposite direction. 
To all these places stages are run from this 
city.

Supreme Court Decision in a 
Local Damage Suit. 


Judgment is Reversed, and a New 
Trial Ordered. 


The Calhoun Assault Case on Trial in De- 
partment One—Fred Andrews to 
Go to San Quentin for. 
One Year. 


James O. Sullivan, a printer by trade, 
was brought before Judge McKinley 
and Drs. Wernigk and Kierulff yester- 
day afternoon, upon a complaint 
sworn to by L. Callahan, for examina- 
tion as to his sanity. Sullivan is a 
Grand Army man and well known to 
the printing fraternity. For some 
time past he has been acting very 
queerly, threatening to do injury to his 
fellow workmen and to commit suicide. 
In the course of the testimony it was 
developed yesterday that the man is 
a habitual and hard drinker, and that 
while under the influence of liquor ts 
very offensive and really dangerous. 
Several weeks ago he attended a meet- 
ing of a G.A.R. post, and became so 
noisy there that the officers decided to 
put him out. This made Sullivan 
angry, and he went to his room and 
procured a revolver. Returning to the 
meeting, he demanded admission, 
which was refused. He then created a 
row, and in the scuffle that followed, 
the pistol was discharged, the bullet 
passing through the clothes of one of 
the post officers. Sullivan was ar- 
rested for assault, but the evidence was 
not strong enough to warrant his be- 
ing held upon the examination. He 
went back to work again and kept 
sober for a. while, but soon took to im- 
bibing as freely as ever. He pleaded 
pitiously yesterday not to be sent to 
the asylum, saying that at all times, 
wuen not drinking, he was as sane 
as anyone. Upon his promising to let 
liquor alone and behave himself, Judge 
McKinley directed that he be released. 
The Sullivan examination was hardly 
over fore Elizabeth Foley, a 
middie-aged lady, was called. Mrs. 
Foley, with her two daughters, Kitty 
and Minnie Foley, came o this city 
recently from St. Louis on the advice 
of a physician, who recommended a 
change of climate for the younger 
daughter, who is an invalid. The 
mother had previously manifested 
signs of temporary insanity, and since 
the arrival of the family here she has 
become much worse. The examining 
physicians had no doubt as to her 
mentally unbalanced condition, and she 
was ordered committed to the Agnews 
asylum for treatment. 
JUDGMENT REVERSED. 

A Supreme Court opinion was yes- 
terday received in this city tn the case 
of A. Ramish, respondent, vs. Kirsch- 
braun & Sons, appellants, in which it 
is ordered that the judgment of the 
lower court be reversed and the case 
remanded for trial. The decision sets 
forth that the facts of the case were 
fully stated in the opinion of the court 
found in ‘the 90th California, 581, where 
judgment was reversed. The plaintiff 
in Los Angeles purchased. from the de- 
fendant in Omaha a carload of eggs, 
to be delivered in Los Angeles. The 
eggs arrived in Los Angeles on July 8, 
but, owing, as is was claimed, to the 
negligence of the defdndants, plain- 
tiff was unable to secure possession of 
them until July 14. Upon the ques-'

WORLD’S FAIR RATES. 


The Expected Cut [May Soon Be 
Made. 


Round Trip of One Fare Promised—Decrease 
in Passenger Business the Sup- 
posed Cause of the 
Movement. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
Chicago announces that the Western 
roads are at last ready to come down 
on World's Fair rates, and are ready 
to go almost to the bottom. The St. 
Paul, Northwestern, Atchison and 
Rock Island have requested Chairman 
Caldwell of the Western Passenger As- 
sociation to call a meeting for Friday, 
saying it is desirable that tickets be 
sold every day good for passage on 
regular trains and good for return pas- 
sage from Chicago any day up toand 
including the final return limit of 
about thirty days. 

One way rates between important 
terminals are to be based proportion- 
ately upon whatever reduction may be 
made and agreed upon for round trip 
rates. The association will consider 
the establishment of the fare at one 
and one-third rate for the round trip 
for points within 200 miles of Chicago, 
and one fare from points over 200 miles 
from Chicago. There is every pros- 
pect that the association will yield 
these points. The passenger business 
for July is showing a marked de- 
crease from June, and the roads are 
beginning to feel uneasy. 

Speaking of this somewhat worn-out 


subject of rate-cutting between the 
‘Coast and the East, the .Francisco 
Chronicle has this to say:)“Although 


the rate given at eveny railroad office 
for first-class fare to Chicago is $53.75, 
one can go right out on the street and 
get quotations considerably lower. 
There is no trouble in getting tickets 
to Chicago for $45 and $46. This shows 
that rate-cutting is going on all along 
the line. Indeed, that is admitted. 

“The northern transcontinental lines 
have made another cut, and are now 
selling tickets from Portland and the 
sound ports to Chicago for $30. With 
the $20 rate from this city to Portland 
the fare via that route is $50, and by 
steamer $46. Tickets are being sold 
right along over the direct routes to 
meet those figures. The local agents 
are not happy over the situation, how- 
ever,”’ 

NEED LARGER STEAMERS. 

The North American Navigation Com- 
pany has sent out a notification to its 
patrons that the company will advance 
rates, so as to leave the present mar- 
gin of difference between the sea and 
rail rates intact. The Navigation peo- 
ple will make a proportionate advance 
in their rates every time the railroads 
announce a raise. They expect to be 
in much better condition to handle 
freight after the Progreso arrives from 
around the Horn. At present the ships 
on the Pacific side do not balance in 
tonnage the steamers on the Atlantic 
side. In consequence, it sometimes oc- 
curs that a portion of the freight 
landed from the Atlantic side has to be 
left at Panama, because the steamer on 
this side is too small to accommodate 
it. This is especially the case with the 
St. Paul, which is very snvall for~the 
trade she is engaged in. On her last 
voyage she left a quantity of freight, 
much of it in broken lots, at Panama, 
which caused shippers considerable an- 
noyance. When the Progreso gets in 
it is expected that this annoyance will 
cease. She is a large vessel, and has a 
heavy freight capacity. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

General Passenger Agent Goodman, 
of the Southern Pacific is now on his 
way home from Chicago. As soon as 
he arrives in San Francisco another 
meeting of the local ticket agents will 
be called to discuss World’s Fair rates.
